Hell, formerly professor of 
a gronomy a nd ma na ger of fa rms of 
the i ’nlversity of Ma ine, this commit­ 
tee issues specia l crop bulletins tha t 
a na lyze a nd clea rly ex pla in the proper 
ca re of the soil in its dra ina ge, a nd 
fertiliza tion, a nd how crops should be 
rota ted to produce the best yields a nd 
other essentia ls tha t insure the high­ 
est productiveness of the soil. 
The specia l crop bulletins a re ba sed 
wholly upon a ctua l ex periences of suc­ 
cessful fa rmers a nd the results of ex ­ 
periment sta tions. 
No 
theories 
or 
genera liza tions a re to be found in 
these specia l crop bulletins; only a c­ 
tua l fa cts ba sed upon a ctua l demon 


nure, lime or a *»! es ha ve been a pplied. 
If Is true tha t ba rn ma nure a nd a shes 
supply pla nt food constituents which 
a re ma de use of by the pota to, but 
both, a s well a s lime, produce a n a lka ­ 
line rea ction In the soil, which fa vors 
the growth of pota to sca b. 
When po­ 
ta toes follow clover, which ha s been 
turned under, there is a slight sour 
rea ction in the soil which goes a long 
"a y in preventing t ie 
sea l» disea se. 
1 he seed bed should be worked down 
mellow by continued disking a nd ha r­ 
rowing 
if the ground is too compa ct, 
the growing tubers find difficulty in 
pushing out into the soil, a nd a s a 
consequence will be missha pen. 


The Fertilizer. 
The pla nt food of the pota to is most 
profita bly supplied by turning under 
green ma nure, supplemented by fer- 
tilizers. 
The pota to ta kes up a fa irly 
la rge a mount of nitrogen, a good sup­ 
ply of phosphoric a cid a nd a la rge 
supply of pota sh; hence a fertilizer 
supplying 2 to 5 per c* nt. a mmonia 
6 to 8 per cent, phosphoric a cid a nd 5 
to 10 per cent, pota sh, a ccording to 
the type of soil, ha s been found most 
profita ble. 
In a pplying the fertilizer, it ha s been 
found tha t qua ntities of from 1,000 to 
2,000 
pounds per 
a cre 
ha ve given 
best pa ying results. 
On one Illinois 
fa rm 8<)0 pounds of a 
high 
gra de 
complete fertilizer were used 
with 
grea t 
success. 
In 
the 
sta te 
of 
Ma ine, where a lmost 25.000,000 bush­ 
els a re produced a nnua lly, the a ppli­ 
ca tion of fertilizer on the good soil of 
tha t sta te va ries from 1,000 to 2,400 


lines of ma nufa cture. 
Too often very little 
ca re is given 
to the ba rn ma nure. 
It is thrown out 
in the ba nya rd under 
the 
ea ves. 
Every 
shower 
tha t 
fa ll*» 
wa shes 
through it, a nd ca rries off va lua ble 
pla nt food which will dissolve. 
A ton of a vera ge ma nure conta in® 
from ten to fifteen pounds 
of nitrogen, 
five to nine pounds 
phosphoric a cid 
a nd from ten to fifteen pounds of pot­ 
a sh 
All of these elements a re just 
wna t our crops need. 
But it la not 
only ior its pla nt food tha t ba rn ma ­ 
nure is va lua ble. 
It usua lly conta in* 
considera ble 
stra w tha t 
the soil 
needs. 
This vegeta ble ma tter give* 
lit» * to a cla y soil by opening it up; to 
a sa ndy soil it gives body. 
The or­ 
ga nic ma tter in the soil a cts like m 
sponge in holding wa ter. Ba rn ma nure 
is the efore doubly va lua ble to the 
fa rm« r. Like a ll other ma teria ls, 
how* 
ever, it ha s its limita tions. 
When ba rn ma nure is used a lone OH 
whea t, oa ts or other gra in, It sup­ 
plies a n unba la nced mea l. There ia

Where a libera l a p­ 
plica tion is used, it is no uncommon 
thing to see a yield of 250 to 400 bush­ 
els of pota toes per a cre. 


H o w to A p p ly the Fertilizer. 
At lea st three-qua rters of the fer­ 
tilizer should be drilled in with a 
whea t drill before pla nting. 
This dis­ 
tributes the pla nt food throughout the 
soil where the tiny pota to roots ma y 
find it ea rly in their growth. 
The tu 
bers form on sepa ra te roots which 
cluster under the pla nt, while 
the 
feeding roots stretch off into the soil 
in sea rch of a va ila ble pla nt food. 
Contra ry to common belief, the* gen­ 
era l distribution of fertilizer between 
the rows of pota toes does not tend 
to sprea d the growing tubers, hut 
te nds to provide u better distribution 
of food for the growing pla nts. 
The rema ining qua rter of the fer­ 
tilizer a pplica tion should be a pplied 
through tlie fertilizer hopper a tta ched 
to the pota to pla nter. 
The best mod­ 
ern pla nters a re so constructed tha t 
tho fertil er dropped in the rows is 
mix ed with the soil before the seed 
piece fa lls. 
This protects the pota to 
from a ny injury through coming in di­ 
rect conta ct with the fertilizer.
